Council reverses decision to close nursery 
after admission it got child numbers wrong 


Parents have expressed their de¬ 
light at news a popular Chessing- 
ton nursery will not close, 
following a Kingston Council 
u-turn. 

Moor Lane day nursery had been 
due to close in September after the 
council said it was not legally 
obliged to run childcare. 

But it was forced to back down on 
Monday when it emerged officers 
had based the case for closure on 
inaccurate information about how 
many families used the nursery. 

Mum Gemma Naylor, 35, from 
Moorfield Road, said she was “ec¬ 
static” after hearing the news.

She said: “I am quite amazed be¬ 
cause it’s a quick turnaround. 

“The community fought for a 
cause so we’re very happy. It really 
brought the parents of the nursery 
together.” 

Her son Archie, three, attends the 
nursery and daughter Ellen, five 
months, starts there in August. 

Hannah McAlpine, 33, from 
Hemsby Road, said: “It’s the best 
news we’ve had all week. 

“We had a very positive meeting 
with Edward Davey MP on 


Saturday and it’s the best outcome 
we could have hoped for. 

“To actually get the decision re¬ 
versed is amazing, it’s certainly be¬ 
yond what I thought.” 

Tracy Robins, 34, also from 
Hemsby Road, said she cried when 
she heard the news. She said: “I’m 
pregnant so I’m an emotional 
wreck anyway. 

“We won it for our children and 
our children are still going to get 
the care that they received in the 
first place.” 

Councillor Patricia Bamford, 
lead member for children, said she 
and fellow Chessington Councillor 


Rachel Reid were told just 
12 families used the nursery, 
but discovered otherwise 
when they were confronted by 
parents. 

She said: “We were misinformed 
at the start of the process. I cannot 
tell you how or why they [numbers] 
were not right.” 

Coun Bamford said the closure 
decision was reversed to avoid dis¬ 
ruption to parents. 

She said: “If I’d known then what 
I know now we would not have 
gone down this road, or it would 
have been handled completely dif¬ 
ferently.” 


Mother killed - 
man arrested 

A mother formerly from Surbiton 
has been found killed at her home 
in Newcastle - while her two chil¬ 
dren were at school. 

The body of Heather Jane Arthur, 
nee Naylor, was discovered at 11am 
on Monday at her home in Gos- 
forth, an affluent suburb of the 
north-east city. 

Northumbria Police said the 
50-year-old suffered “unexplained 
injuries”. 

Originally from the Isle of Wight, 
Mrs Arthur lived at Bramley Man¬ 
sions, in Berry lands Road, until 
2010 with her partner Mark 
Arthur and two children, a boy and 
a girl. She and Mr Arthur were di¬ 
rectors of a business called the 
Deep Blue Project. 

A former Bramley Mansions resi¬ 
dent said: “We never had any prob¬ 
lems with them. We got on all 
right. 

“Heather had moved out while we 
were still there. That must have 
been more than three years ago. It 
is terrible this has happened.” 

A 49-year-old man was arrested 
on suspicion of murder on Monday.

Detection rates fall 
- but crime is down 


Gone back to basics’ 


The percentage of crimes 
being solved in Kingston is at 
its lowest in seven years al¬ 
though the overall number of 
crimes is down, new police fig¬ 
ures have revealed. 

Detection rates at Kingston 
police fell to 21 per cent, down 
1 per cent on last year, in the 
latest crime stats published by 
the Metropolitan Police. 

The Metropolitan Police 
Federation, representing rank 
and file officers, said four in 
five crimes remaining un¬ 
solved reflected detectives 
across the capital being over¬ 
worked. 

But the borough commander 
of the force - the smallest in 
London - said the number ac¬ 
companied a drop in crime. 

It is the lowest since 2005-06 
when the percentage of 
crimes detected was just 18.9 
per cent

The overall number of of¬ 
fences fell by more than 1,000 
to 10,192 crimes during 2012-13 
with 2,167 “sanctioned detec¬ 
tions”, compared with 3,418 in 
2006-07. 

John Tully, chairman of the 
Metropolitan Police Federa¬ 
tion, said “We have got exam¬ 
ples of detectives across the 
Met who have got upwards of 
30 cases they are having to 
investigate. Detectives are 
having to prioritise to the 
detriment of some and the ad¬ 
vantage of others. 

“It does not surprise me de¬ 
tection rates are down but that 
is not to say detectives are not 
working their socks off.” 

Borough commander Detec¬ 
tive Superintendent Ian 
Smith said: “They could be 


better.” But he added: “We 
must take into account the re¬ 
duction targets, which provide 
us more challenges to in¬ 
crease our detection targets. 

“A thousand fewer victims 
makes it more of a challenge 
to increase the detection 
rate.” 

This year on a key target of 
solving violent crimes which 
cause injury, Kingston had 
cleared up 31 per cent of 
crimes, down 1 per cent on 
last year, but set against a 
drop in crimes of 15 per cent, 
he said. 

The number of robberies de¬ 
tected this year was 14.9 per 
cent, down from 17.6 per cent 
in the previous 12 months. 

But there were better results 
for solving residential bur¬ 
glaries, with 13.9 per cent of 
crimes being cleared up, a 
small increase on last year. 


The number of crimes in 
Kingston has fallen by 
more than 1,000 in the past 
year. 

But burglaries and racial¬ 
ly and religiously aggravat¬ 
ed crimes rose. 

The Metropolitan Police 
crime figures for 2012-13, 
show Kingston to have the 
second lowest number of 
offences across the force’s 
32 boroughs. 

Rape, robbery and gun 
crime all declined, with the 
total number of reported 
crimes falling to 10,192 - 
a drop of 1,024 year on 
year.

But the total number of 
burglaries rose by 57, to 
1,380. Racist and religious 
hate crimes also rose to 
123, compared with 79 in 
2011 - 12 . 

Borough commander Ian 
Smith said he was “over the 
moon” about the overall 
drop. 

He said: “We have gone 
back to basics in Kingston. 

“We tackle the offender, 
not the offence. The bur¬ 
glars are the robbers are 
the shoplifters.” 

He also praised the work 
of Kingston’s 282 neigh¬ 
bourhood watch schemes.

Martin Hewstone, 68, is 
accused of sending a series 
of abusive postcards and 


emails to Kingston employ¬ 
ees of Ixion Holdings, 
which helps unemployed 
people find work. 

He denied harassment 
without violence and send¬ 
ing indecent/offensive mes¬ 
sages between July 1 and 
October 19. 


Within the postcards, Mr 
Hewstone branded Sarah 
Goodheart, who works in 
the company’s Kingston of¬ 
fice, “tubs” and “fat face”, 
Wimbledon Magistrates’ 
Court head. 

Mr Hewstone, who

Still in the dark: Dismissed doctor fails in 
Freedom of Information bid to get answers 


A doctor dismissed from his 
post at Kingston Hospital 
said he had reached a “brick 
wall” after a long fight to un¬ 
cover why he was sacked. 

Dr Robin Roberts used the 
Freedom of Information Act 
to try to force the release of 
the details around his 2006 
dismissal, but lost an appeal 
after the hospital refused. 

In October 2007 a tribunal 
said the disciplinary action 
leading to Dr Roberts’s sack¬ 
ing was “deliberate and cal¬ 
culated” and Kingston 
Hospital had disregarded 
“fundamental principles of 
fairness”. 

Dr Roberts, 55, who lives 
and practises in Wimbledon, 
said he had no money left to 
take further legal steps. 

He said: “We have looked at 
it from almost every angle 
and every time we have met a 
brick wall. 

“It has been a huge distrac¬ 
tion away from what I am 
meant to be doing, which is 
providing a service for pa¬ 
tients.” 

He said the amount of 
money the hospital had spent 
contesting his claim was 
“enormous”. 

He said: “It is coming 
straight out of healthcare re¬ 
sources.” 

The case has had a major 
effect on his life, profession¬ 
ally and personally, Dr 
Roberts said. 


He said: “I found myself, in 
2008, unemployable locally - 
if you throw enough mud 
some will stick. 

“We have had to move out 
of our house and rent that 
out. You name it. We have 
had to cut the cloth, so to 
speak. 

“Obviously having a pri¬ 
vate clinic is the main reason 
I have remained afloat, but 
my referral business has all 
but disappeared now. 

“In private practice one de¬ 
pends on a steady stream of 
referrals. 

“One has to try to look at 
strategies for redeveloping 
that, but in the current mar¬ 
ket that is very difficult. 

“I have not been on the 
scene for so long now that 
many GPs assumed I had re¬ 
tired.” 

A Kingston Hospital 
spokesman said: “Dr 

Roberts’ personnel file was 
given to his lawyers in 2007 
and this information would 
not have been disclosed 
under the Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation Act as the Section 40 
(1) exemption does not allow 
personnel information to be 
made available. 

“However, this information 
could be disclosed under the 
Data Protection Act 1998.”

Southwark in January 2012, 
handed in his notice two 
months ago, but has only 
now gone public with the 
news. 

His last day will be Friday, 
June 7. 

D Supt Smith, 47, said: “I 
have had quite a colourful 
and varied career, which I 
have thoroughly enjoyed and 
I do not regret any of it. 

“There is some uncertainty 
about police officers who 
have got 30 years’ service. 

“That means once you have 


reached 30 years of service, it 
is an option for the Met 
Police to dispose of your 
services. 

“There are no proposals to 
do that now, but there are 
discussions. 

“I thought it was hon¬ 
ourable and best for the bor¬ 
ough not to have that 
uncertainty and to ensure 
there was continuity over the 
next two years. 

“I have given sufficient no¬ 
tice for a replacement to be 
found before my last day of 
work on Friday, June 7. 

“That said, there will be 
continuity of leadership of 


Kingston police as the senior 
management team are still 
here and will be for the fore¬ 
seeable future.” 

D Supt Smith joined the 
Met as a police cadet in 1982, 
at the age of 17.

Improvements see threatened bar stay open 


A late-night bar has struck a deal 
with Kingston Council to improve 
its security after being threatened 
with losing its licence. 

Barcadia, opposite Oceana in 
Clarence Street, survived a li¬ 
censing review brought by the 
Metropolitan Police, after a sur¬ 
prise inspection in February 
found several shortcomings with 
the venue’s management. 

But at Guildhall on Thursday, 
the management agreed a 23- 
point plan with Kingston’s licens¬ 
ing subcommittee to improve its 
safety. 

Officers from Kingston’s envi¬ 
ronmental health department 
joined police on a late-night visit 


to the bar on February 23, where 
they found the venue over 
capacity and with door staff un¬ 
able to say how many people were 
inside. 

They also found licence holder 
Huseyin Sanli smoking in an 
office, and a poorly kept incident 
log. 

As part of the plan, Barcadia 
agreed to buy a £5,000 ID scanner 
- the same machines used by 
Oceana - which will be employed 
every evening door security is 
required. 

The bar also pledged to hire 
door staff registered with the Se¬ 
curity Industry Authority. 

The management - which 


denied being over capacity - was 
also praised by environmental 
health officers at the hearing 
for responding quickly to the 
findings. 

New bar manager Hana Won 
said: “We are very pleased with 
the outcome of the hearing 
and look forward to continue 
improving.” 

Councillor Andrew Day, who 
was on the licensing committee, 
said: “It was a case of provided 
they got the ID scanner and the 
new door staff, we felt it was 
reasonable.”

‘Dangerous’ trio jailed 


A gang who attacked a courier 
with a hammer and smashed into a 
New Malden bank have been given 
prison sentences. 

At Kingston Crown Court, Ricky 
Turner, 25, Robert Ampomah, 26, 
Jonathan Cope, 35, all from Peck- 
ham, admitted conspiring to com¬ 
mit robbery. 

The three men followed a G4S 
cash in transit van in New Malden 
High Street, on January 10 last 
year at about 9.25pm. 

Two of the robbers smashed 
open the windows of Santander 
bank and used a claw hammer to 
hit the courier. 

They jumped into a stolen Vaux- 
hall Insignia, taken from New 
Malden in November 2011, with 
£16,140 in cash. 

The torched remains of the

getaway car were found in Sheep- 
house Way, Old Malden, later that 
evening. 

But the men dropped some of the 
money, a thinsulate glove and a 
piece of stocking outside San¬ 
tander. Another glove, another 
piece of the stocking and Ampom- 
ah’s DNA were later found on 
torched items in Sheephouse Way. 

They were also sentenced for a 
series of other robberies across the 
south of England, where they stole 
more than £68,000. 

Turner was jailed for eight years, 
Ampomah for seven years and 
Cope for 10 years. 

Detective Constable Morrey said 
three dangerous men were 


now behind bars. 

He said: “These were violent 
armed robberies during which in¬ 
nocent members of staff were ter¬ 
rorised and genuinely feared for 
their lives. Anyone who is willing 
to inflict such fear for their own 
gain deserves to spend a signifi¬ 
cant amount of time behind bars. 

“These men now face consider¬ 
able jail terms where they will 
have plenty of time to think about 
the consequences of their actions.” 

A spokesman for Santander said: 
“We are just glad the courier was 
not injured more seriously and 
that he is well on the way to a full 
recovery. 

“The safety of the people who 
provide cash delivery services to 
Santander is of utmost importance 
to us.”

A total of 10 senior man¬ 
agers have left the borough’s 
employ with pay-offs since 
2008, including four who left 
by “mutual agreement” and 
signed contracts forbidding 
them from speaking about 
their jobs or reasons for 
leaving.

They include former direc¬ 
tor of children’s services 
Duncan Clark, who quit 
Kingston in 2012 with a year’s 
salary of £128,625 - days be¬ 
fore the damning Ofsted re¬ 
port into child protection was 
made public. In the same 
year, another manager left 
with a £36,000 pay-off. 


The other six received pay¬ 
ments as part of a redundan¬ 
cy package. Ten other senior 
managers left or retired with¬ 
out additional payments. 

In total, the council paid 
£506,236 to former employees. 

The figures were released 
by the council following 
a Freedom of Information 
request. 

Kingston resident Jonathan 
Isaby, political director of the 


Taxpayers’ Alliance, said: “Of 
course staff who are made re¬ 
dundant are entitled to pay¬ 
ment, but the council needs to 
ensure they are not excessive. 

“Residents should be wor¬ 
ried about the use of compro¬ 
mise agreements, which 
are tantamount to gagging 
orders.” 

“These deals go against the 
principle of openness.” 

Kingston Council leader 


Derek Osbourne said he 
thought it was likely the four 
settlements contained non¬ 
disclosure agreements. 

He said: “I imagine these 
are people we have dismissed 
and took us to a tribunal. 

“What we do as a rule of 
thumb is if somebody is 
claiming unfair dismissal, we 
try and settle a package that 
is cheaper than the cost of an 
industrial tribunal.”

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Council’s surfing habits revealed

A QPR fan with a passion for 
fencing and tobacco - could 
this be the profile of your av¬ 
erage Kingston Council 
worker? 

In a list of the top 500 web¬ 
sites visited by council 
employees, Google was the 
top site, with 17,083 hits be¬ 
tween January 23 and April 
10 this year. 

The most unusual websites 
to make the list were tobacco 
fan-site rollingsupreme. 
com and two fencing retail¬ 
ers, swordpricefighters. 
com and leonpaul.com. 

A spokesman for the coun¬ 
cil said many websites were 
visited for work reasons and 
were not all for personal use. 

The low numbers of visits 
may reflect the increase in 
internet ready mobile 
phones that can surf the web 
without logging on to the 
council computer system. 

Facebook is the second 
most visited site, with an av¬ 
erage of 48 hits a day. 

But the workers are not as 
keen on Twitter, which had 
an average of only 20 hits a 
day. 

And while they may be a 
council of sporting fans judg¬ 
ing by the Olympic cycling, 
the only football team that 
made the list was QPR, with 


132 hits, including the official 
team page and a video 
streaming sub-section. 

For entertainment, council 
workers visited Buzzfeed, a 
gossipy news site, an average 
of twice a day. 

An online radio station, 
upchucky.org, had nine 
hits, and they also stumbled 
once on games website 
wow-europe.com. 

Workers shopped online 
with johnlewis.com, 

women’s clothes store 


punkyfish.com and hotel 
chocolat.com, and visited 
ebay.co.uk an average of 
twice a day. 

The council’s favourite 
website for news was 
bbc.co.uk, with an average 
of 30 hits a day, followed by 
newsnow.co.uk with 20 hits 
a day. 

The least visited news web¬ 
site was the Guardian, with 
11 hits from January to 
April, while the Independent 
and the Sun did not even 


make the list. 

A council spokesman said: 
“The council, like most 
businesses and organisa¬ 
tions, allows reasonable per¬ 
sonal use of the internet 
provided employees follow 
guidelines designed to en¬ 
sure that we get the benefits 
of the technology while 
maintaining security and 
good practice.”

Full cost 
a secret 

The full cost to the taxpayer 
of the new Surbiton Health 
Centre is being withheld “to 
prevent commercial com¬ 
petitors getting an upper 
hand on the NHS”. 

The project, which in¬ 
cludes the health centre and 
Lime Tree Primary School, 
cost £15m to build and was 
paid for by a third-party in¬ 
vestor, as part of a Lift 
scheme, similar to a private 
finance scheme (PFI). 

The NHS is leasing the 
land back on a 30-year con¬ 
tract, but the amounts and 
arrangements of the total 
amount to be paid back are 
still being withheld from 
the public. 

A public version of the 
business case, approved by 
NHS Kingston in June 2010, 
said the revenue conse¬ 
quences of the new health¬ 
care facility were within its 
“affordability envelope”. 

Edward Davey, Kingston 
and Surbiton MP, said: “The 
overall sum we pay back is 
likely to be more than 
£15m, but that is what you 
expect.” 

Kingston Hospital will 
have to pay £66m by 2037 
for its £33m PFI surgical 
centre, excluding the £266m 
for cleaning, catering, por- 
tering and security in the 
deal.

Don’t bid too low if you 
really want that home 



If you have fallen in love with 
a property and really want to 
make sure you get it, don’t put 
in too low a bid. 

That’s the advice from the 
National Association of 
Estate Agents (NAEA) which 
is cautioning buyers that they 
risk being gazumped if they 
bid too low. 

The association has come up 
with fresh tips and advice for 
first-time buyers which 
include: 

Before you look 

Prepare your finances: it 
is always a good idea to have 
your finances in place before 
you start looking at 
properties. Approaching an 
agent with a ‘mortgage in 
principle’ from your lender 
might give you an edge over 
other potential buyers and the 
estate agents will view you as 
a serious buyer. 

Research the local area: 
sometimes local housing 
market trends vary from the

broader national trends. A 
good agent can help you 
identify trends in certain 
areas which can help in 
finding suitably priced houses 
for the area and sometimes 
even bargains. 

Once a property is found 
always take a walk around the 
local area surrounding the 
property, check for anything 
that may cause annoyance 
like any main roads. Look at 
off-street parking and any 
planned developments as 
well. 

During the search 

Understand what is 
included in the purchase 
price: additional fees relating 
to white goods and removable 
furnishings are much more 
common in today’s market, 
and may even be used as a 
negotiating tool. It is vital to 


check the sales particulars to 
see what specifics are 
included. Generally, white 
goods that are integrated or 
plumbed in are included, but 
that’s not always the case. 

Decided to buy? 

Don’t bid too low: offering 
a substantially lower price 
could increase the risk of 
being gazumped and could 


position you as a nuisance 
buyer who is not serious 
about purchasing. Make a 
sensible offer based on the 
guide price and be prepared to 
negotiate. 

Make an offer: If you have 
offered the asking price 
ensure that the property is 
taken off the market 
immediately. 


Tenants are now staying 
in one property for a 
record duration of 20 
months, according to the 
latest research from the 
Association of 

Residential Letting 

Agents (ARLA). 

This figure is up year- 
on-year from an average 
of 19 months in the first 
three months of 2012. It is 
also the joint highest 
tenancy length recorded 
by ARLA. 

Well over half of ARLA 
agents (56.9 per cent) are 
seeing more tenants 
looking for homes than 
there are properties 
available. According to 
the organisation this 
demand for rental 
properties is 

compounding the trend 


with competition for 
supply discouraging 
many existing tenants 
from moving, which in 
turn reduces the number 
of vacancies on the 
market. 

There has been a sharp 
drop in the number of 
lettings agents reporting 
an increase in properties 
coming onto the market 
because they can’t be sold 
- from 42 per cent at the 
end of 2012, to just 29 per 
cent this quarter.

“Tenants are increasingly 
sitting tight in their 
property and either 
reluctant, or unable to 
move.

“I got back into the chair on 
January 8, and it was tough to 
get a full week’s training be¬ 
cause of the weather. 

“I gave the marathon my 
best shot, but I won’t make ex¬ 
cuses - the other guys were 
better on the day. 

“But I am not taking any¬ 
thing too seriously this year. 
Last year was a big year, and 
there was a lot of pressure on 
my shoulders. 

“I feel like I need a year off, 
and do the races I want to do.”
